Every  one 
who  had  a  part  was  drilled  in  it  at  her  house. 
In  some  parts  the  orchestration  is  weak,  but 
the  opera  in  many  respects  has  taking  charac- 
teristics, and  could  have  been  composed  by  no 
commonplace  musician."

$ociety — as  capitalized  by  a  local  cynic — 
most  appropriately  garbed  and  gowned,  filled 
to  repletion  the  spacious  accomodations  of 
Golden  Gate  Hall  on  Monday  evening  March 
nth.  The  occasion  was  the  iniital  concert  of  a 
ladies'  quartette  club  under  the  direction  of 
one  of  our  most  capable  and  popular  vocalists 
and  teachers,  Mrs.  Marriner-Campbell.  This 
hall,  besides  possessing  admirable  acoustic 
properties,  is  always  becomingly,  if  not  bril- 
liantly lighted,  but  no  artificial  resplendency 
was  needed,  for  the  attractiveness  and  exquis- 
ite taste  of  San  Francisco's  elite  were  never 
more  conspicuous. 

The  stage  itself,  a  boudoir  of  blooms 
and  flowers,  furnished  a  garlanded  frame 
for  the  "living  pictures"  which  were  most 
becomingly  draped  and  which  harmoni- 
ously blended  in  varied  tints,  with  the  wealth 
of  tropical  plants  and  flowers  scattered  every- 
where in  profusion.  One  cloud,  only,  dimmed 
the  bright  anticipations  of  the  evening,  for, 
just  as  the  stage  was  illuminated  for  the  first 
appearance  of  the  quartette  the  announcement 
was  made  of  the  sudden  illness  of  Miss  Priest, 
but,  said  Mrs.  Campbell,  to  the  "gentlemen 
and  ladies,"  in  a  happily  worded  apology, 
"Mrs  Brune  has  volunteered  at  the  last  mo- 
ment and  wTill  appear  as  first  soprano." 

The  ladies  of  the  Treble  Clef,  like  their  di- 
rector, are  well  and  most  favorably  known  as 
vocalists  in  their  several  roles,  and  could  not 
fail,  with  careful  tiaining,  to  develop  and 
fill  out  the  full  measure  of  the  capacity  of  the 
female  quartette.  It  would  be  out  of  place 
here,  and  not  in  taste,  to  discuss  the  musical 
possibilities  of  the  registers  of  voices  lack- 
ing the  qualities  of  tenor  and  bass,  but  care- 
ful intonation  and  study  of  detail  were  evident 
in  all  the  selections  of  the  evening — notably  in 
the  bracketted  songs  of  Mendelssohn's,  open-

in  such  fashion  as  would  have  astonished  the 
composer  and  have  been  excusable  only  in  the 
earlier  efforts  of  an  amateur. 

Saint  Saens'  "My  Heart  at  thy  Sweet  Voice" 
was  quietly  sung,  and  with  an  excellent  meth- 
od, by  Miss  Jeannette  Wilcox.  The  accom- 
paniment, as  in  all  of  this  composer's  songs, 
was  most  musical  and  graceful,  and  was  ad- 
mirably performed  by  Miss  Kdith  Johnson. 
Too  much  praise  cannot  be  accorded  to  this 
special  feature  of  the  concert — a  feature  so  un- 
common, that  it  is  as  refreshing,  as  rare,  and  as 
great  a  pleasure  to  emphasize  the  exception. 

The  solo  set  apart  for  Miss  Priest  fell  to  the 
lady  who  kindly  volunteered  to  fill  her  place. 
With  a  voice  quite  flexible,  but  lacking  full- 
ness and  decision,  the  selection  was  given  with 
much  grace  and  sweetness  and  was  most  rapt- 
urously applauded. 

A  voice,  unequalled  hereabout  in  breadth, 
depth  and  sympathy,  is  that  pos  essed  by  Mrs. 
J.  E.  Birmingham.  These  rare  qualities  en- 
hanced by  a  manner  and  presence  so  captiva- 
ting and  modest,  contributed  to  make  her  se- 
lections, "The  Quest"  and  "Oh  that  we  two 
were  Maying,"  the  most  enjoyable  of  the  con- 
cert. This  same  richness  and  resonance,  shone 
forth  with  finely  contrasted  effect  in  the  parts 
assigned  to  her  in  the  quartette. 

The  reputation  of  Miss  Alice  Ames  as  violin- 
ist has  long  ago  reached  an  enviable  height, 
but  neither  of  her  selections  seemed  happily 
chosen.  Her  reception,  however,  was  most 
enthusastic,  and  here  again  we  rejoice  to  say, 


Mrs.  Younger,  her  accompanist,  was  admira- 
ble— both  safe  and  subordinate. 

To  Miss  Ada  W^igel,  the  solo  pianist  of  the 
evening,  praise  which  she  always  merits,  is  es- 
pecially aue  on  this  occasion.      In  the  whole  1 
range  of  piano  forte  music  there  is  sea  cely  a 
piece  to  be  found  oftener  on  the  program,  but 
so  delicate,  so  transparent,  one  might  always 
say — except  in  the  slower  broader  movements 
-so  like  filigree  work,  as  the  unusually  favorite 
"Fantasia  Impromptu"  of  Chopin.      But  alas! 
So  seldom  is  it  understood  and  correctly  inter-  j 
preted     Miss  Weigel's  reading  of  this,  one  of 
her  select  ons — which  with  her  refined  taste:

Welcome,  thrice  welcome  are  such  musical 
organizations  as  The  Treble  Clef  in  this  city  j 
where  so  little  has  as  yet  been  accomplished 
in  the  culture  of  music  in  the  higher  forms  of;

"ON  THE  EUROPEAN  PLAN." 

This  was  the  heading  of  an  article  ap- 
pearing last  week  in  one  of  our  local 
papers.  We  can  only  say  that  it  is  a 
matter  of  regret  to  see  an  able  musician 
like  Scheel  mixed  up  in  such  an  affair. 
It  is  well  known  that  he  is  not  a  busi- 
ness man,  nor  does  he  use  much  discre- 
tion about  his  associates.  He  is  usually 
surrounded  by  a  lot  of  unscrupulous  ad- 
visers who  like  to  shine  in  the  light  of 
the  luminary  now  upon  the  horizion  of 
our  musical  hemisphere.  What,  if  the 
search-light  was  turned  upon  the  char- 
acter of  some  of  the  satellites  who  have 
the  assurance  to  come  forward  with  such 
ridiculous  ideas  is  establishing  a 
"Grand  Conservatory"  in  the  city  under 
the  direction  of  Scheel,  who  seems  to 
take  the  place  of  a  "man  of  all  work." 
All  that  would  be  necessary,  they  think, 
is  to  have  a  nicely  furnished  house  to 


hang  out  a  sign  '  'Conservatory  of  Mu- 
sic, "  as  is  so  common  in  California,  es- 
pecially in  this  city.  We  are  not  yet  in 
a  condition  to  encourage  and  support 
such  institutions  in  the  true  sense  of  the 
word.  When  the  time  does  come  there 
will  be  no  lack  of  funds  and  plenty  of 
men  with  brains  to  start  such  an  under- 
taking, which  can  only  succeed  under 
the  auspices  of  the  state  as  in  Europe 
and  other  foreign  countries.  It  is  too 
important  an  undertaking  to  mislead  the 
confidence  of  the  public  in  an  immature 
effort  to  do  that  which  will  ultimately 
be  a  feature  of  great  importance  in  this 
state.

The  Carr-Beel  Concerts. 
This  highly  interesting  and  instructive 
series  of  chamber  concerts  is  now  in  the  sixth 
season.  On  Saturday,  March  16th,  was  the 
last  recital  for  this  season.  Public  patron- 
age cannot  be  too  strongly  invoked  on  behalf 
of  a  combination  so  capable  of  illustrating  the 
best  class  of  music,  which  is  as  carefully  selec- 
ted as  it  is  conscientiously  studied.  These 
chamber-music  forms  are  an  important  fea- 
ture of  the  work  of  the  world's  best  composers 
and  are  necessarily  educating;  refining  the 
tastes  and  cultivating  the  musical  understand- 
ing. 

Although  well  attended  by  our  auditory 
evidently  most  appreciative  and  bringing 
with  them  a  true  devotion  to  art,  such  per- 
formances of  high-class  work  deserve  much 
greater  encouragement  then  they  receive  and 
in  the  interests  of  music  those  who  have  at 
heart  the  developement  of  high  art  in  this  di- 
rection, in  this  city  should  see  that  such  or- 
ganizations as  these  become  well  patronized 
and  permanent  institutions.  No  stinted  praise 
is  due  to  the  several  artists  engaged  in  the  ad- 
mirable work  of  the  last  concert.  It  need 
hardly  be  said  that  the  mere  fact  of  their  con- 
stantly playing  together  gives  a  perfection  and 
finish  which  is  absolutely  unattainable  in  am 
other  Way. 


The  Howe  Model  Boehm  Flnte.
